"scrub" lies of southern and south- 
eastern Missouri, Ancestors of thin 
animal came to Amerjca with Col- 
umbus on his second voyage in 1-103 
according to John Ashton In a. mon- 
ograph entitled "A History of Hogs 
and Pork P.roduction in Missouri" 
•which Is soon to be published is a 
bulletin by the Department of Ag- 
riculture of Missouri under the su- 
per-vision of Secretary Jewejl Mayes. 


At the request of Mr. Mayes," Mr. 


Ashton,' who has studied livestock 
production both in Europe and Am- 
erica went back to the. old Spanish 
manuscripts tor data which *re said 
to prove conclusively that the first 
hogs to 
be brought to 
Missouri 
eamo with the expedition of .Hcr- 
nando de Soto in April 1541. 
This 
was more, than halt a century be- 
fore the first swine were imported 
by colonists on the eastern coast. 
Hog's which, were tho ancestors of 
the 
Missouri "scrub" 
breed were 
brought to Haiti by Columbus a,nd 
soon after 
introduced Into 
Cubi 
where they were bred extensively, 
according to the records. 
It was in 
Cuba that De Sotb fitted out his ex- 
pedition which'visited southern Mis- 
souri. 
One of tho members, of the 
•expedition, Rodrigo Ranjel, is quot- 
as writing, -'they took •with tliem, a 
large drove oC pigs when the expedi- 
tion started north on July 1!, 1530." 
The same records also show that De 
Sota depended upon these hogs for 
food and to trade.with the Indians 
for supplies. 
Mr. Ashton cite-s the 
fact that at the death of De Soto 
his supplies and equipment, which 
were, soldj included 700 head of 
swine.
